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IMPORTS INTO UNITED KINGDOM LOWER IN JULY 


NITED KINGDOM exports in July totalled £207-8 million, 

compared with a monthly average of £209-4 million in the 

second quarter and of {239-5 million in the first quarter. 
July contained 27 working days, against the standard 26, while 
the average number of working days per month in the second 
quarter was slightly less than 25 ; on a daily rate basis the decrease 
in exports in July compared with the second quarter was accordingly 
about 9 per cent. June contained only 23 working days, and, 
although the declared value of exports was higher in July than in 
June, on a working days basis, it was 4 per cent. lower. 

For the first seven months this year, exports have averaged 
£222-0 million per month, 3 per cent. more than the 1951 average, 
but a little lower than the average for the second half of that year. 
Compared with the average for the second quarter, the reduction 
in the value of United Kingdom exports in July has occurred in 
exports of manufactures, small offsetting increases having taken 
place in exports of food, drink and tobacco and in raw materials. 
Exports of textiles, at £29 million, and of engineering products, 
at £89 million, have remained at the level of the second quarter, 
while exports of metals decreased by {2 million to £21 million, 
and exports of other manufactures decreased from £45 million 
to {41 million. Figures giving the distribution of exports in 
July between different areas are not yet available. Re-exports 
— have been falling off since March, rose in July to £12-9 
million. 

Imports into the United Kingdom in July were valued at £290-0 
million, 9 per cent. less than the monthly average for the first six 
months of the year, and a big reduction on the value of imports 
in July last year, £358-0 million. The total for the seven months, 
£2,190-2 million, was lower than the total for the corresponding 
period of 1951 by about 1 per cent. Imports of food, drink and 
tobacco over the seven months averaged {110-6 million per month, 


compared with {107-9 million in the corresponding period last 
year, while imports of raw materials averaged £125-5 million com- 
pared with {138-2 million, a decrease largely due to the lower value 
of imports of raw wool and raw cotton, the former entirely and the 
latter mainly occasioned by lower prices. Imports of manufactures 
increased from an average of £68-9 million per month in January 
to July 1951 to £75-4 million in the same period this year, larger 
quantities of iron and steel, non-ferrous metals and machinery 
being largely responsible ; imports of these goods, including 
vehicles, increased from {20-7 million to £39-7 million, while 
imports of the remaining manufactures decreased from {48-2 
million to £35-7 million between the two periods. 

The excess of imports (c.i.f.) over total exports (f.0.b.) in July 
was {69-3 million, compared with a monthly average of £78-4 
million in the first half of the year, and of £96-1 million in the 
first seven months of 1951. 


Details of Exports in July 

As already mentioned, there was a further slight reduction in 
United Kingdom exports in July to £207-8 million compared with 
a monthly average of £209-4 million in the second quarter of 1952. 
Of the two metal groups, non-ferrous metal exports declined from 
£6-9 million a month in the second quarter to £6-1 million in July 
and exports of iron and steel decreased from £16:2 million to 
£15-3 million ; in the latter case, a reduction in the quantity of 
exports from 209,000 tons to 195,000 tons was proportionately 
greater than the reduction in value. Among the groups of engineer- 
ing products, exports of vehicles, at £39-2 million, were £1-9 million 
less in July than in the second quarter, exports of cutlery, hardware, 
implements and instruments, {5-4 million, were about the same as 
in the second quarter, while there were slight increases in the value 
of exports of electrical goods (£9-8 million) and of machinery

and parts (£35-9 million) ; the quantity of the latter declined from 
1,764,000 to 1,720,000 cwt. 

There was no further significant decline in exports of textiles in 
July, despite a reduction to £1-2 million in exports to Australia, 
compared with a monthly average of £1°6 million in the second quarter 
and £5-9 million in the first quarter. Exports of woollen textiles rose 
from £9:2 million per month in the second quarter to £10-1 million 
in July ; exports of apparel also increased, from £2:1 million to 
£2-6 million, but exports of cotton textiles declined by a further 
9 per cent. to £11-0 million. The decrease of £3-6 million in exports

Exports of food, drink and tobacco, at £14-0 million were sub- 
stantially higher than the second quarter average of £11-9 million.

Exports to North America 

United Kingdom exports to North America in July were provi- 
sionally valued at £25:4 million, the highest monthly total since 
August last year. ‘There was an increase in exports to Canada to 
£13-4 million compared with an average of £10-1 million in the 
Exports of textiles to Canada in July improved from 
£1°8 million to £3-0 million, while exports of new cars again increased 
to 4,844 vehicles valued at £1:7 million, nearly twice the monthly 
average for the second quarter of 1952, but lower than the monthly 
average of 6,350 vehicles in 1950. Exports to the United States 
were valued at {12-0 million, slightly lower than the second quarter 
average; metal exports at £0°9 million were below the April-June

in which a decline of £13-7 million was recorded ; imports of food, 
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drink and tobacco were £2°2 million lower, while imports of manu- 
factures were unchanged. 

Within the food, drink and tobacco group, imports of grain and 
flour decreased by £2°8 million compared with the second quarter, 
largely on account of smaller imports of maize, while imports of 
meat increased by £6°6 million, with larger imports of bacon from 
Denmark and of mutton and lamb from New Zealand. Imports of 
fresh fruit and vegetables were £3-0 million lower than the second 
quarter average, seasonal decreases in imports of potatoes and tomatoes 
being only partly offset by increased imports of onions. Seasonal 
movements also influenced imports of beverages and cocoa prepara- 
tions, which decreased by £3-1 million, mainly in raw cocoa and tea, 
while imports of tobacco were £1-8 million greater. 

Compared with the second quarter average, imports of iron ore 
and scrap increased by £1°8 million, and imports of wood and timber 
by £5°7 million (mainly softwood and pitprops), but imports of almost 
all the other groups of raw materials were lower. Imports of raw 
cotton and cotton waste in the first seven months of 1952 were £91:2 
million compared with £151-2 million in the corresponding period of 
1951, mainly on account of lower prices, although lower quantities 
have been imported. For the same periods, imports of raw and 
waste wool have fallen from £199-9 million to £102-9 million, while 
the quantities imported have been slightly greater. Imports of paper- 
making materials in July were about half the average of the second 
quarter in value and quantity although imports in the first seven 
months of this year, at £85-0 million were still £13-°6 million more 
than in the corresponding period of 1951. Imports of rubber in July 
were {2-0 million lower than the second quarter average, quantities 
and prices having decreased, 

As already mentioned, imports of manufactures in total during 
July differed little from the average for the second quarter, but this 
concealed a further increase in supplies of metals and machinery, 
offsetting a reduction for other manufactures. Imports of iron and 
steel and manufactures rose by £1-1 million ; of non-ferrous metals 
and manufactures by £1°9 million ; and of machinery by £1-0 million, 
continuing the marked rise in imports of these goods compared 
with 1951. Imports of textile manufactures and clothing were again 
lower, and imports of chemicals decreased to £2°5 million, less than 
half the monthly average in 1951. Imports of paper and board were 
£1:7 million lower than the second quarter average, the value of 
arrivals in July being less than one-third of the monthly average 
last year. 


United Kingdom Trade with the Sterling and Non-Sterling Areas in 
January to June 


SIGURES NOW available for the area distribution of United 
Kingdom trade in June* make it possible to give totals for this 
distribution in the first half of 1952 and to compare trade this half-year 


with trade in 1951 (see tables below). This comparison makes clear 
that there have been certain significant changes in the distribution of 
United Kingdom trade between the sterling and non-sterling areas 
during the past eighteen months 

As has already been announced, there was an excess ¢ of imports 
(c.i.f.) over exports and re-exports (f.o.b.) in January-June at a rate 
of £78 million a month, £22 million a month less than in 1951. Of 
this reduction, over £19 million was in trade with the non-sterling 
area, and less than £3 million with the sterling area. Throughout 
this period imports from the sterling area have remained compara- 
tively steady. Non-sterling imports, however, showed much more 
than the usual seasonal increase in the second half of last year, being 
22 per cent. more than in the first half of the year, but partly as a 
result of the restriction of imports from most of these countries 
announced in November, the monthly rate of non-sterling imports 
has been reduced from £230 million (c.i-f.) in the second half of last 
year, to £209 million in the first quarter this year and £186 million 
in the second quarter—just below the average for the first half of last 
year. In the fourth quarter last year there had already been a 
substantial reduction, partly seasonal, in imports from the Western 
Hemisphere, other than the United States and Canada, and this was 
continued in the first quarter, when there was also a reduction in

imports from North America and a smaller decrease in supplies from 
O.E.E.C. countries. The decrease of £23 million a month between 
the first and second quarters was due largely to a reduction of £124 
million in imports from O.E.E.C. countries and £7 million in imports 
from Eastern Europe. 

The distribution of our export trade has followed a different 
pattern. The value of total exports to the sterling area increased 
quarter by quarter last year to a peak in the first quarter this year 
which was 31 per cent. above the average for the first half of last year, 
but the restriction on imports imposed by a number of Commonwealth 
countries early this year reduced the rate of export in the second 
quarter to only 1 per cent. more than in the first half of 1951. The 
value of exports and re-exports to non-sterling countries, on the 
other hand, shows less fluctuation ; a decline during the later months 
of last year was followed by an improvement this year, the rate of 
export in the first half year being 7 per cent. more than in the year 
1951, about half the increase being due to larger re-exports. With 
higher exports to Canada, the value of exports of United Kingdom 
goods to the dollar area in the second quarter was nearly up to the 
1951 average. Exports to the non-sterling O.E.E.C. countries and 
their dependencies declined from the high level reached in the first 
quarter and were also at about the 1951 rate. 


Trade with the Non-Sterling Area

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British Television and 


Radio Equipment 


ISITORS to the 19th National Radio Show, which opens at 

Earls Court, London, at 12.30 p.m. on Wednesday, August 27, 

will see many developments in British television and sound radio 
apparatus. 

One of the most interesting exhibits will be the first public demon- 
stration of underwater television. ‘Through glass panels in a tank, 
visitors will see the television camera and equipment in conditions 
reproducing as far as possible those encountered on the bed of the 
ocean, Direct comparison will be possible by looking into the tank 
and watching the television pictures on nearby T'V screens. 

Half-hourly demonstrations, with running commentaries, are to be 
given of two model ships controlled by radio from an enclosed cabin 
at one end of a tank measuring 40 feet long by 25 feet wide. The 
smaller ship is 4 feet long and is manoeuvred by two controls operating 
the propeller and rudder ; the larger ship is 6 feet long, and has nine 
controls. The operator will sail the ships round the tank and in 
and out of a model harbour. Radio control is also used for lowering 
and raising model lifeboats. The highlight of the demonstration is a 
seaplane which is catapulted from the ship’s deck into the tank and 
hoisted back on to its launching ramp by a crane—all by remote 
control 

It will be possible to inspect at close quarters the mobile “ sleuth ” 
van used by the G.P.O. to detect the whereabouts of unlicensed 
television receiving sets

The first exhibit to be seen on entering the hall will be an electronic 
guide to events on each day. By pressing a button marked “ Studio ” 

Underwater Television,” “‘ Radio Controlled Boats,” or “ Celebrity 
Dais,” visitors will hear an automatic announcer giving, in different 
languages, details of arrangements for the day, including the times of 
demonstrations. ‘his ‘‘ Magazine Announcer,” as it is cailed, has 
been designed for use at railway stations for announcing the arrivals 
and destinations of trains. 

A mobile television research laboratory, complete with power supply 
and special aerial mast, is to be shown. This vehicle is used for 
research and development of television aerials and for solving recep- 
tion problems, It travels round the country, measuring aerial

Trade with the Sterling Area 


Chere was a decrease in the value of total exports to the sterling 
area between the first and second quarters this year. Exports of 
textiles to the Colonies, which represent about one-quarter of the 
value of United Kingdom exports of textiles to the sterling area, 
declined in the second quarter by only 6 per cent. compared with the 
average for 1951, whereas exports of textiles to the independent 
members of the sterling Commonwealth fell by 52 per cent. | Exports 
of metals and engineering products to the sterling area in the first 
half of 1952 were £8-7 million a month (17 per cent.) more than in 
1951, although in the second quarter the monthly average was only 
£2-4 million higher than last year ; the monthly rate of export of 
vehicles to the independent members of the sterling Commonwealth, 
which had increased in the first quarter to £17°9 million compared 
with £13-7 million in 1951, fell back to £103 million in the second 
quarter and there was a reduction of £3 million between the two 
quarters in the monthly rate of export of machinery to these countries. 

Imports from the sterling area increased by 3 per cent. in the first 
half of 1952 compared with the average for 1951, and there was little 
difference between the first and second quarters of this year. This 
comparative stability, however, conceals a fall in the value of wool 
imports in the first half of the year to little more than half their value 
in the same period last year although the quantity increased by 19 per 
cent. The fall in the value of wool imports was largely offset by a 
big increase in the value of oil imported. 


properties and plotting polar diagrams, enabling advice to be given on 
the correct type of aerial for a particular area. Instruments for 
locating and measuring interference are important items in the 
laboratory's equipment. 

A demonstration of hardening steel by radio frequency heating 
apparatus will illustrate one of the many uses of this technique. To 
harden the steel its temperature has to be raised and then quenched 
rapidly, and, by using a radio frequency heater, an output of 7 kw. 
radio frequency is generated by a coil and valve oscillator. The 
demonstration aims at showing that great heat can be applied to a 
highly concentrated and (if necessary) selective area by means of radio 
frequency heating. 

The Hall of Television (which used to be called ‘ Television 
Avenue ’’) will be rather differently designed this year. The booths 
are being built on both sides of the long rectangular hall at the Warwick 
Road end of the first floor, with a partition down the centre. There 
are to be 34 booths in all and 80 receivers will be in operation. 

The B.B.C. joint sound and television studio will be the largest 
ever seen at a Radio Show. _ It is about double the size of the one 
built for the 1951 exhibition. During the 10-day run of the show, in 
full public view, there will be 53 rehearsals of television and sound 
programmes and 11 finished performances—ten of them live trans- 
mussions. 


B.B.C. Stand 


Visitors to the B.B.C. stand who are interviewed within the range 
of television cameras will be able to see the result on a nearby monitor- 
ing receiver. Visitors can see how some of the typical sound effects 
on radio are obtained. Well-known commentators are to feature in 
an exhibit of newly designed portable equipment for outside broad- 
casts, which will be associated with a typical scene of operations. 
There will also be illuminated maps showing areas covered by a 
television service, a display of B.B.C. publications, and other books of 
interest to listeners and viewers. Questions on programmes and 
engineering matters will be welcomed. 

The Overseas Buyers’ Lounge is to be one of the architectural 
features this year. Decorated in the main colour scheme of the show 
—green and carmine—it has been designed to give a sense of restful- 
ness. Overseas visitors will enter the lounge through a reception 
room, where they will be asked to mark their countries on a large cork 
map of the world by pinning in flags. The receptionists will speak 
French, Spanish, Flemish and German. Inside the main lounge 
will be two television receivers, so that visitors can watch the B.B.C. 
programmes and the programmes put out by the Radio Industry 
Council on the closed circuit. Upstairs will be a club, where drinks 
and snacks will be obtainable, and near by an office for those who 
wish to work while at the Show. 

Posters advertising the exhibition are being displayed in more than 
100 countries and a large attendance of overseas buyers is expected. 


U.K. Position in European

HE settlement for the month of July in the European Payments 


The operation disclosed a United 
Kingdom net deficit for the month of £35,211,429 (98,592,000 units of 
account equivalent in value to the United States dollar).

Ban on Uses of Zinc Lifted 


HE Board of Trade and the Ministry of Supply have removed, 

from August 20, 1952, the prohibitions on use of zinc in the 
manufacture of certain articles which were imposed by S.I. Nos. 275, 
277, 1815 and 1960 of 1951. Improvement in supplies of zinc have 
made this possible, and the prohibitions in these Orders now only 
apply to articles made from copper and copper-based alloys. How- 
ever, the new Orders permit the use of copper and copper alloys for 
brazing, soldering and welding of these articles in the manufacture 
of which these metals are otherwise prohibited. 

The Ministry of Supply also removed the restrictions on the use of 
zinc for galvanizing iron and steel sheet, wire and tube on August 15. 

The relevant Orders are S.I. 1952 Nos. 1511 and 1516. Copies 
are obtainable, price 2d. each (by post, 34d.each) from H.M. Stationery 
Office, Kingsway, London, W.C.2, and branches. 


Imports of Raw Coffee Beans 


THE Board of Trade announce (in Notice to Importers, No. 508) 

that as from August 20, 1952, an amendment has been made to 
the Open General Licence granted on May 2, 1952, to allow raw coffee 
beans originating in and consigned from the Scheduled Territories, 
Muscat and Oman, to be imported without the necessity to apply for 
a separate licence. 

2. Part A of Group 1 in Appendix IV of Notice to Importers, 
No. 492 (page 30) should therefore be amended by the inclusion of 
“* Coffee beans, raw” as an item which can be imported without a 
separate licence if originating in and consigned from the Scheduled 
Territories (which at present comprise the British Commonwealth 
(except Canada), British Trust Territories, British Protectorates and 


Protected States, 


j Burma, the Irish Republic, Iraq, Iceland and 
or 


dan), Muscat and Oman. 

The Board of Trade also announce that block licences will be 
granted for the import of raw coffee beans originating in and con- 
signed from any country other than :— 

Bolivia, Canada, Colombia, Costa Rica, Cuba, Dominican 
Republic, Ecuador, El Salvador, Guatemala, Haiti, Honduras, 
Mexico, Nicaragua, Panama, Philippines, United States of 
America and its Dependencies, Venezuela. 

4. Goods consigned from a permitted country and originating in 
another permitted country are covered, but not goods originating in 
an excepted country, even if consigned from a permitted country. 

5. Wherever it is proposed to import from one country goods 
originating in another, the Exchange Control Authorities must be 
consulted through the medium of the importer’s bankers, before any 
commitments are entered into. 

6. Existing arrangements for the import of raw coffee beans for 

re-export under Bank of England 1.C.M./U.K. Scheme remain in 
force, but as a result of the new import arrangements at paragraphs 
2 and 3 REX licences under the Bank of England Scheme need be 
used only for raw coffee beans from dollar sources. 

. Applications for block licences should be made on Form 
I.L.B./A. (Revised) to the Board of Trade, Import Licensing Branch, 
Romney House, Tufton Street, London, S.W.1, together with an 
undertaking to render at the end of each month to the Ministry of 
Food, Coffee Division, Great Westminster House, Horseferry Road, 
London, S.W.1, a statement showing the quantity of coffee arrived 
and expected. 

8. The application form I.L.B./A. (Revised) can be obtained from 
the Import Licensing Branch or Customs Offices. The form on 
which returns of imports under the licence should be submitted to 
the Ministry of Food will be sent to each importer with the licence. 


Decontrol of Coffee 


THE Minister of Food has decided that the time has come for the 
coffee trade to resume its pre-war function of bringing coffee into this 
country and of providing the consumer with a wider choice of blends 
of coffee than has been possible under control. 

The Ministry has contracts with Colonial coffee planters for the 
supply of about half the home needs up to 1954, and the trade is being 
invited to import the balance. Import licensing arrangements are 
given above. 

The price control on coffee and coffee mixtures was removed 
from August 20, and the Coffee Order, 1951, has been revoked 
accordingly. The Minister has asked the trade to continue to make 
coffee, other than speciality blends, available to the consumer within 
the present range of retail prices. The Minister is considering the 
early introduction of a statutory standard for coffee mixtures which, 
it is anticipated, would continue the present minimum coffee content 
required by the Coffee Order, 1951 (S.I. 1951 No. 860) of 51 per cent. 
by weight of pure coffee. Price control on dried chicory was 
removed on August 20. 

Until now the number of traders who received allocations of 
Ministry-owned coffee has been restricted. The qualification which 
entitles a trader to receive such allocation is being revised. A new 
entrant will be required to show proof that he has imported on 
Open General Licence and/or Block Licence, and paid duty on a 
minimum trading stock of 400 bags of raw coffee beans during the 
period November 1 to December 31, 1952, and that he is bona fide 
prepared to enter the home distribution coffee trade. He will also 
be required to give an undertaking not to re-export coffee received 
as a Ministry allocation for consumption in the United Kingdom. 
Anyone proposing to become a new entrant into the home coffee 
trade is advised to communicate with the Ministry of Food, Coffee 
Division, Great Westminster House, Horseferry Road, London, 
S.W.1, before making commitments involving the import of raw 
coffee beans. 


Yarn Production in the Cotton Industry 


PRODUCTION OF cotton, spun rayon, and mixture yarn during 
the week ended July 19, 1952, was 12-39 million Ib., compared with 
10-91 million Ib. for the previous week, and 20-99 million Ib. for the 
corresponding week in 1951.

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Prospects for the Sale of British 
Pottery in United States 


PRESENT trading conditions and future prospects for the sale of 

British pottery in North America were outlined by Mr. Hensleigh 
Wedgwood, President of the New York Company of Josiah Wedgwood 
& Sons Ltd., at the Wedgwood Museum, 34 Wigmore Street, London, 
W.1, on August 14. Mr. Wedgwood is Vice-President of the British 
Commonwealth Chamber of Commerce in New York. The many 
quality examples of the firm’s products on view at the Museum 
included one of the original copies of the Portland Vase made in 
1793 for Thomas Hope of Amsterdam, who gave 30 guineas 
for it, The value of the vase is now estimated at about £2,000. 


It is interesting to note that 85 per cent. of the total output of this 
firm is exported ; the greater proportion of this goes to Canada and 
the United States. Production is being increased to meet the needs 
of the home market. 


Points made by Mr. Wedgwood were that, as was well known, the 
United States and Canada had been suffering from a trade recession 
for almost a year. This recession had been ascribed very largely to 
the fact that there was a wave of buying during the early months of 
the Korean War. The fear of shortages, particularly in major 
appliances and cars, prompted this over-buying, both on the part of 
the consumer and also the merchant ; in fact, shortages of consumer 
goods, due to the re-armament programme, did not develop to nearly 
the extent that was expected. As a result, store inventories became 
grossly swollen and the consumer had little money to because 
of the over-buying and the gradually increasing cost of living 


As far as his firm were concerned, said Mr. Wedgwood, this trade 
recession was much more severe in Canada than it was in the United 
States. This was due to two main factors: (1) the Canadian Govern- 
ment imposed stringent credit restrictions to combat inflation, and 
(2) the pottery business in Canada is largely seasonal. 

A distinct improvement in Canadian business had been evident 
within the last few weeks because the tourist season had now begun ; 
sales of pottery had reached their former level of the last few years 
and the whole attitude of the china dealer had changed for the better. 
It was to be hoped that a similar improvement would follow in the 
United States, although no evidence of this had yet been noticed. 


Increasing Exports to Dollar Areas 


Generally speaking, the prospects for the sale of English china in 
the North American market remained good. Year by year, for a 
long period now, British exports in this category to the dollar areas 
had increased, and, other things being equal, there seemed to be no 
reason why they should not go on increasing, due to generally 
increased production in the Potteries. 

Since World War II began, competition from United States 
domestic sources had increased tremendously, due to the starting 
up of several important new potteries. Although, generally speaking, 
British wares were competitive in price, naturally the domestic 
potters had a tremendous advantage as regards length of deliveries. 


Because of the economic factors, business had dropped off for the 
American potters too, and it was reported that some unemployment 
existed among them. ‘The American Vitrified China Association had 
applied to the Tariff Commission for relief from foreign competition 
by asking for an increase in tariff and the imposition of import quotas. 
A hearing was held in Washington on June 25, but their findings had 
not yet been published. Any change in the present United States 
tariff would naturally affect British exports of china to the United 
States and therefore a good deal of uncertainty existed as to what 
the future held. 

It was almost redundant to make the observation that the success 
of selling British goods in the dollar markets depended, to a very 
large extent, upon two prime factors : (1) promptness of delivery, and 
(2) competitive prices. ‘Those British china firms who enjoyed an 
export business to these areas were fully aware of the importance of 
these two factors. Deliveries had noticeably improved and should 
go on improving. There was, however, always some uncertainty 
about prices, but it was to be hoped that they would remain stable so 
that our position in the American market would be consolidated. 
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Newsprint Rationing Changes for 


Six-month Experimental Period 


THE Minister of Materials announced in the House of Lords on 

July 31 that he had approved proposals for certain changes in the 
newsprint rationing arrangements for a trial period of six months 
(see Board of Trade Journal of August 9, pages 254 and 260). He has 
now made the Control of Paper (Newspapers) (Economy) Order, 
1952, which supersedes a similar Order made in 1949. 


Number of Pages 

As in the case of the original Order, the new Order includes a table 
showing the total number of pages that any newspaper, ac ing to 
its selling price and whether it is a daily, Sunday or weekly newspaper, 
may print in any specified period. are under licence, this total 
may not be exceeded but, subject to that condition, the newspaper is 
free to print as many, or as few, pages as it likes on any day during the 
period. The table of permitted pagings has been modified and brought 
up to date in conformity with the general increase in newspaper 
selling prices since the 1949 Order was made, and there is now a 
separate group for Sunday newspapers, which have hitherto been 
included among the weeklies. 

To provide newspapers with increased flexibility in the use of 
newsprint, the duration of the “ page rationing " period for which the 
maximum number of pages is prescribed is increased from eight weeks 
to twelve weeks. Following is the new table of permitted pagings for

Suspension cf Tonnage Rationing 

The first of the new 12-week rationing periods under the Order 
begins on August 24, and from that date tonnage rationing will, ex- 
cept in the case of new newspapers, be lifted. For the next six months, 
unless any further change becomes necessary in the meantime, news- 
papers will be free, within the paging limits prescribed in the Order, 
to increase as they wish both the number of pages they print each day 
and the number of copies they sell. Under tonnage rationing, 
which has operated since October 1950, it has, of course, only 
been possible for them to increase the one at the expense of the other, 
since each newspaper was allowed only a fixed ration of newsprint 
for each period. The ration under that system for a full-size popular 
daily newspaper (formerly costing 1d. and now 1$d.) was roughly 
equivalent to an average of six pages a day, and on top of this all 
newspapers were granted an increase of 10 per cent. as from May 4 
last. Under the new arrangements, however, the same newspaper 
will be allowed to print up to an average of eight pages a day, with 
complete freedom of circulation. 

The experiment is not expected to lead to any considerable increase 
in the consumption of newsprint. But it will provide up-to-date data 
on which to base tonnage rationing should it be necessary at any time 
in the future to reimpose it. At the same time, the operation of the 
new arrangements will be closely watched by the Ministry of Materials, 
in conjunction with the Newsprint Supply Company, to ensure that 
consumption does not rise unduly. 

The new Order also brings the newsprint rationing arrangements 
up to date in certain other respects. For example, it advances to the 
twelve months August 1, 1951, to July 31, 1952, the period fixing a 
newspaper's maximum permitted page area (as distinct from its num- 
ber of pages), thereby stabilizing at their present level the page areas 
of newspapers holding licences under the 1949 Order to increase their 
pages beyond pre-war size. Similarly, in the case of the maximum 
number of pages allowed per period, the operative “ price-week " has 
been advanced from a selected week in January 1949 to the week 
beginning July 20 and ending on July 26, 1952. 

Provision is made in the Order for the consumption of additional 
paper by new newspapers (i.e., newspapers that were not printed or 
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made in the United Kingdom and published therein in the period 
September 1, 1938, to August 16, 1940). The maximum quantity of 
paper that may be used or consumed, except under licence, in any 
specified period of four months by a new newspaper is increased from 
16 cwts. to 32 cwts. of the acute shortage of newsprint it 
has not been possible hitherto to grant licences to the paper mills for 
the delivery of newsprint to “ new "’ newspapers, but while the present 
supply position lasts and the mills have the newsprint available after 
meeting all normal priority requirements, including export orders, the 
Ministry of Materials will have no objection to small quantities 
(within the new pa Fong apa limit of 32 cwts. per four months) being 
supplied to ‘ ” newspapers, and will be prepared to consider 
applications for del delivery licences for that purpose. Applications should 
be made through the supplier to the Ministry of Materials, Newsprint 
Division, Lacon House, Theobald’s Road, London, W.C.1. (Tele- 
phone: Chancery 4411.)

THE Council for Codes of Practice for Buildings has now issued in 


final form Code 144.101, “ Bitumen Felt Roof Coverings.” It was 
drawn up by a committee convened on behalf of the Council by the 
Royal Institute of British Architects, and the present Code is a re- 
vision of the draft previously issued for comment. 

The Code deals with the laying of bitumen felt roofing on sloping 
and horizontal roofs constructed of timber, conerete and similar 
materials. It gives information on accessory materials used in con- 
junction with the felt roofing. | Recommendations for the preparation 
of the base, the provision of associated details, the selection of the 
type of dh and number of lavers 1 quired for various climatic con- 
ditions are included. Advice is given on the technique of fixing the 
felt roofing and on surface finishes. 


* Diagrams illustrating the laying and arrangements for certain 


closely associated features such as gutters, drips and damp-proof 
courses are given. 

The Code carries the usual warning that, in the present abnormal 
conditions, it may not be practicable to carry out all the recommen- 
dations.

Functional Requirements—Loading 


THE Council for Codes of Practice has now issued a revised edition 
of Chapter V, “ Loading,” of the Code of Functional Requirements 
of Buildings. This Chapter was published in 1944 and, in accordance 
with the Council’s declared policy, has now been reviewed, the respon- 
sible committee consisting of representatives of the Institution of 
Civil Engineers, the Royal Institute of British Architects, the Institu- 
tion of Structural Engineers, the Incorporated Association of Architects 
and Surveyors, the British Standards Institution, and the Department 
of Scientific and Industrial Research. 

The revised document shows important changes in the loading 
recommendations. These changes affect the following matters :— 


Dead Load—Provision for partitions not shown on building plans. 


Imposed Loads (other than wind loads).—Classification of floors 
for loading purposes. Loading of corridors, stairs and landings. 
Permissible reduction of total imposed floor loads on columns in 
multi-story buildings. Imposed roof loads. 


Wind load.—Wind loads on walls, roofs, wall panels, wall and roof 
sheeting and fastenings. General stability calculations for the effects 
of wind on a building as a whole.

Methods of Testing Concrete

Glass Condensers 

Rationalization of the designs and dimensions of glass condensers 
for general use in laboratories was commenced in 1944 by the British 
Laboratory Ware Association, and has now been carried a stage further 
by the publication of B.S. 1848, ‘‘ Glass condensers.’”’ The types 
included are Air condenser, Liebig with rubber connections, Liebig 
all glass, Allihn (bulb), Graham (spiral), Davies (double-surface) 
and the Thorpe or ‘ Inland Revenue " condenser. 

Detailed drawings and dimensions are given for each type but, in 
accordance with current practice in British Standards for laboratory 
glassware, the dimensions are given for the guidance of manufacturers 
instead of being mandatory. Condensers fitted with interchangeable 
ground glass joints are not covered, as they are most satisfactory 
when designed for that purpose rather than merely adapted from the 
type fitted with corks or bungs. The special purpose condensers 
specified for use with standard distillation apparatus and Dean and 
Stark apparatus are likewise omitted.

Identification of Hardwoods 


The increase in the number of hardwoods on the market in recent 
years has emphasized the usefulness of easy methods of identification 
of species. A booklet entitled “ Forest Products Research Bulletin 
No. 25, Identification of Hardwoods. A Lens Key,” published for 
the Department of Scientific and Industrial Research by H.M. 
Stationery Office, when used in conjunction with a pack of index 
cards prepare d as described in the booklet, provides such a method 
for those with a general knowledge of wood structure. Identification 
can be carried out without microscopical examination, the only 
equipment needed, in addition to the cards, being a sharp pocket 
knife, a hand lens, and a transparent scale supplied with the booklet. 

The book sets out numerically 86 diagnostic features found in some 
400 hardwoods. Five hundred cards are needed for preparing a 
complete index, as some of the 400 timbers described have variations 
which require more than one card

Fire Research 


The total cost of outbreaks of fire in the United Kingdom annually 
has recently been estimated at {22 million. In“ Fire Research 1951,” 
published for the Department of Scientific and Industrial Research 
and the Fire Offices Committee by H.M. Stationery Office, the 
supposed causes of all fires in buildings during 1950 have been 
analysed, and a study of the figures shows that at least 35,000 out of 
43,000 may be considered avoidable. Other sections of the Report 
deal with fire protection of pre-stressed concrete, special fire hazards, 
fireproofing of clothing, and fire risk in television sets. Outdoor 
fires, the combustion of gases, firefighting equipment and the use 
of sprays and foam in firefighting are also dealt with.

Importance of Agents in the Critical Swiss Market 


This article has been written for the Board of Trade Journal by the Commercial Department of the British Legation at 


Berne. 


The Commercial Relations and Exports Department, Board of Trade, Horse Guards Avenue, Whitehall, London, 


S.W.1, will be pleased to answer any questions arising from the article. 


WITZERLAND is enjoying a wave of great prosperity and 
pending power is high. But the Government actively encourage 
imports by a low tariff policy and by removing quantitative restric- 
tions on all but about 15 per cent. of Swiss imports (mostly agricultural 
produce and manufactures of strategic importance). Moreover, 
Switzerland has no dollar problem ; the Swiss franc is freely convert- 
ible into dollars and there are no special restiictions on imports payable 
in dollars. ‘The result is that the Swiss buyer has complete freedom 
of choice as to source of supply and that United Kingdom goods must 
be fully competitive with similar goods from all over the world if they 
are to sell in Switzerland. 


Trend of Imports 


There are reasons for thinking that United Kingdom exports, for 
which a considerably increased market was created in Switzerland 
during the period of scarcity in the immediate post-war years, are now 
losing ground, chiefly to goods from Germany and the United States. 
The following table shows the trend of Swiss imports in general and 
of imports from the United Kingdom, Germany (Federal Republic 
and Eastern Zone) and the United States in the post-war years :— 
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The trend is clearly shown by the percentage figures. From 1946 
to 1950 inclusive the United Kingdom share of the Swiss market 
steadily increased. In 1951 it fell back to the 1947 level and in the 
first quarter of 1952 it showed signs of diminishing still further. 
Meanwhile, the German share increased, exceeding the United 
Kingdom share for the first time in 1949. In 1951 it was half as big 
again as in 1950, two-and-a-half times as big as the United Kingdom 
share and practically equal to that of the United States. By the end 
of the first quarter of 1952 it had increased still further, was nearly 
three times as big as the United Kingdom share and still roughly 
equal to that of the United States. 


Does this mean that the United Kingdom has a “ natural ” share 
of the Swiss market of about 6 per cent. (5-91 per cent. in 1938) and 
cannot hope for more under conditions of normal competition? The 
answer to this question depends largely on the way in which individual 
exporters approach the market. 

To retain a grip on the market, the exporter must satisfy two groups, 
the importers and the final consumers. 

The loyalty of the importer, agent or distributor is a most important 
factor. United Kingdom firms have secured the services of many of 
the ablest commercial firms and individual agents in Switzerland but 
they are increasingly exposed to the temptations offered by our 
competitors. In the post-war years United Kingdom exporters have 


built up a network of over 1,000 agencies (a classified list of these may 
be obtained from the British Chamber of Commerce for Switzerland, 
21 St. Jakobsstrasse, Basle, price 5s. 6d., payable to Lloyds National, 
Provincial & Foreign Bank Ltd., 10 Moorgate, E.C.2). These agents 
are a group of able men who know the market and whose advice is 
worthy of attention even if, as will frequently be the case, they suggest 
modification in the normal business methods of exporters. The kind 
of special treatment they ask for is designed to help them to offer as 
good service to the customer as that which their competitors provide. 
Language is important. The agent may have some knowledge of 
English but his sales will be small if he is to be limited to customers 
who know English also. The fact that English is widely spoken in 
Swiss tourist resorts should not mislead exporters into assuming that 
it is understood by the populace as a whole. It is, therefore, most 
important that the agent should be provided with price lists, catalogues, 
brochures, technical instructions, service manuals, etc., in the languages 
of the country, e.g., in German and French, or in at least one of them. 
If not, he should be given a special allowance for translation costs. 


Method of Quotation 


The method of quotation can make a considerable difference. If 
goods are quoted f.o.. (and still worse if they are quoted ex-factory) 
the buyer will not know their exact landed cost until, in many cases, 
after their arrival, and a difference of a few francs in freight or handling 
charges may upset the basis of his price calculations. Competitors 
usually quote in Swiss francs per kilo, c.i.f. Swiss frontier station 
(e.g., in the case of United Kingdom goods, Basle). Exporters should 
be prepared to endorse their invoices “These goods to be cleared 
through Swiss customs at X,” being the name of the customs office 
nearest to the consignee, who may prefer to clear the goods himself, 
thus saving the customs clearance charges made by a forwarding agent 
at a frontier customs post such as Basle. 

There is much complaint about delivery dates and it is said there is 
hardly any class of goods, obtainable from both Germany and the 
United Kingdom, that can be obtained as promptly from the United 
Kingdom as from Germany. Where there is good reason for distant 
delivery dates (c.g., priority for defence contracts) the reason should 
be fully explained to the agent or customer. The agent can usually 
make his customers understand the reasons for the delay (though he 
may lose the customer to a competitor who can deliver sooner) but 
he is almost certain to lose the order and the customer if he is unable 
to deliver by the date promised. If there is likely to be any delay 
beyond the promised date, this ghould be indicated at the outset. 
Similar objections apply to quotations based on “ prices ruling at date 
of delivery.”” No single order from Switzerland is likely to be very 
large. It is, therefore, all the more necessary to build up the confi- 
dence which leads to repeat orders. 


Terms of Payment 


It is impossible in a general article to deal adequately with the 
question of terms of payment. The custom in individual trades can 
be ascertained by writing to the Commercial Department, Britihs 
Legation, Berne. Swiss importers to-day are in general disinclined 
to open an irrevocable letter of credit in advance of the arrival of the 
goods and are particularly loath to extend such a letter if delivery is 
delayed. A considerable volume of business is done on the basis of 
24 per cent. discount within seven days or cash in a month, but more 
favourable terms are asked and obtained from competitors in the 
case of goods where competition is keen. 

Finally, exporters of engineering goods should not overlook the 
natural advantage enjoyed by adjacent countries in the matter of 
service (particularly the services of fitters and mechanics sent out by 
the factory) and of the supply of spare parts. 

These are the more important ways in which an cemtalp 
his Swiss agent, but the most important is to supply goods at a price 
and of a quality which will meet the demands of his customers and

compare favourably with what competitors can offer. Firms exporting 
to Switzerland will find it most instructive to send their representatives 
periodically on visits to leading customers, accompanied by the agent, 
so that they may learn at first hand the nature of the difficulties with 
which the agent has to contend and the extent of the competition 
which their products have to meet. Spring and autumn are generally 
the best times for such visits 

Swiss customers are not easy to please, chiefly because high finish 
and lasting quality are characteristic of the goods Switzerland herself 
produces and because of the wide choice of foreign goods available. 
As a leading radio importer put it recently, “ Switzerland is not 
willing to buy just whatever England has to offer, but prefers to buy 
what 1s wanted wherever it can be found,” and a leading buyer of 
woollen piece-goods added “ British firms just have no idea of giving 
a customer what he wants. They avoid a * fussy’ customer like 
poison and we have only ‘ fussy’ customers in Switzerland.” 

Provided that he has the right goods available at the right price, 
the United Kingdom manufacturer can count on a valuable, long-term 
market in Switzerland. And he can in many cases safely assume that 
if his goods have passed the “ laboratory test ” of selling in Switzerland 
in competition with the goods of the whole world, they will sell 
elsewhere. But he must be prepared to make them known. A 
reading of the Swiss press is enough to show that, with a number of 
honourable exceptions, United Kingdom goods are not advertised to 
anywhere near the same extent as those with which they must compete. 
Active sales promotion through all the means of publicity available 
is as essential in Switzerland as in North America and an agent cannot 
be expected to meet these costs unaided out of a 5 per cent. com- 
mission, particularly in lines where competition is fierce or where 
novelties have to be introduced 


Hints on Advertising 


A report on “ How to Advertise in Switzerland ” has been prepared 
by the Commercial Department of Her Majesty’s Legation at Berne, 
copies of which may be obtained from the Commercial Relations and 
Exports Department of the Board of Trade. A special opportunity 
of obtaining valuable publicity for British goods will be afforded by 
the Exhibition of British Goods which it is proposed to hold in Zurich 
in the first half of next year and interested exporters are invited to 
write to the Secretary, British Chamber of Commerce for Switzerland, 
21 St. Jakobsstrasse, Basle, or to Her Majesty’s Legation at Berne. 

To sum up, Switzerland offers an open market where imports are 
hampered by singularly few restrictions. Satisfactory service leads 
to steady business. Goods which can be sold here can probably be 
anywhere. Demand, though for the moment quiet in some 
sectors (c.g., in the textile branch) owing to recent overbuying, is much 
higher than the size of the country would suggest. Switzerland is a 
worthwhile market, but success will come only to the exporter who is 
prepared to study what his Swiss and foreign competitors have to 
offer, in goods and service, and to adapt himself to the conditions of 
the market

“American Market Wide Open to British 
Quality Exports ” 
MR. WILLIAM M. HOLMES, president of the New York Board of 


Trade, the association of New York firms affiliated with the United 
States Chambers of Commerce, said on August 12 that the American 


market 1s “* wide open ” to British quality exports. 

Addressing a group of British businessmen at an informal luncheon 
in London, Mr. Holmes said that a visit to such markets as Texas, 
California and the Middle West would reward exporters with increased 
sales volume 

Stating that British products have great prestige in America, 
especially among women shoppers in department stores, Mr. Holmes, 
who is also president of the New York department store, James 
McCreery & Co., urged his listeners to widen the range of their selling, 
rather than to confine themselves to traditional markets like New 
York and Chicago. 

He cited the case of an American store that used to import eight per 
cent. of its goods before the war and now imports only two per cent. 
It is up to the British seller to take the initiative to change this situation, 
he said. 

Mr. Holmes attributed reduced foreign buying in America to the 
return of the “ buyers’ market,’’ which has created stiff competition 
for British salesmen, Aggressive salesmanship, he said, could have 
the effect of substantially increasing Britain's exports. 
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New System of Foreign Trade 
and Exchange in Yugoslavia 


S a further development ot the decentralization of foreign trade, 
regulations have now been introduced in Yugoslavia which are 
designed to decentralize the control of foreign exchange. 


Under the new regulations imports and exports are divided into 
seventeen groups each of which will be given a coefficient. Exporters 
will receive dinars from the National Bank of Yugoslavia against their 
dinar earnings for exports of individual commodities in accordance 
with the coefficient of that particular commodity ; where the co- 
efficient is less than unity exporters will, however, pay dinars to the 
National Bank. On the other hand, importers must pay dinars to 
the National Bank against the dinars spent, in accordance with the 
coefficient for individual imports, except in those exceptional circum- 
stances where there is a coefficient of less than unity and where, there- 
fore, imports are subsidized and not taxed. Import licences will no 
longer be required since this system is intended to restrict imports to 
the more essential requirements. The import of certain luxuries 
will, however, be totally prohibited although it is intended to keep such 
embargoes to a minimum. 


Under this system 55 per cent. of foreign exchange earnings will be 
surrendered to the Bank at par rates for the account of the Central 
Foreign Exchange fund which will be used for central government 
expenditure overseas on, ¢.g., defence, key investment, etc. The 
balance of the foreign exchange earned by exports will be retained as 
their property by the exporters, who will either use it for making 
imports themselves, or sell it to other enterprises who wish to do so. 
No time limit is set within which exporters must use or sell their 
foreign exchange but they will be discouraged by the credit policy of 
the Bank from holding it idle for very long. Conversely, an enter- 
prise which wishes to make an import may either use its share of the 
proceeds of its own exports or buy foreign exchange from an exporting 
enterprise which does not wish to do so. 


These sales and purchases of foreign exchange will take place in 
foreign exchange centres of the free market type organized by the 
Bank in the six republican capitals. Only members of a centre will 
be allowed to deal in it. Only Yugoslav enterprises in the socialized 
sector of the Yugoslav economy can become members and they must 
pay an annual subscription of 50,000 dinars. No transaction in- 
volving less than 300,000 dinars will be allowed. All transactions 
must be recorded by the Bank and all settlements must be made 
through the Bank's books and never in any other way. Only spot 
trading will be allowed and no dealings in futures will be permitted. 
Foreign exchange purchased at the centre and not used can be resold 
only to the Bank and only at par. It is understood that the National 
Bank of Yugoslavia will intervene within the limits of its resources 
to ensure that the free market rates do not depart very far from par. 


The Yugoslav Government considers that nothing in the new 
system will prejudice the capacity of the Yugoslav Government or 
of Yugoslav enterprises to honour their existing international financial 
or commercial obligations and commitments. 


New Agency to Promote Shipping Services 
to San Francisco 


THE port of San Francisco has opened an agency in the United 
Kingdom for the purpose of expanding shipping services and foreign 
trade between the port of San Francisco, California, and the United 
Kingdom and Continental Europe. 


Since the end of World War II there has been an effort on the part 
of American port officials and foreign trade interests on the Pacific 
Coast to develop trade with Europe to replace the traffic lost with the 
Orient. 


In addition to port interests, the agency will also solicit traffic for 
the San Francisco foreign trade zone.

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Packaging Consumer Goods 
for the Canadian Market 


O CANADIANS look for screw tops or vacuum tops to their 

pickle jars? Do they put the jars on the table at mealtimes? Do 
Canadian men buy their own handkerchiefs or do their wives choose 
them? How many handkerchiefs do they buy at one time ? 

Manufacturers of pickles and handkerchiefs will not find these 
questions trivial. To them they may well give a lead in the vital 
problem of how to package their goods for the Canadian market. The 
answers to these and a multitude of other questions are given in a book 
“* Packaging Consumer Goods for the Canadian Market,’’ prepared 
for the Board of Trade by the British Export Trade Research Organiza- 
tion and published by H.M. Stationery Office, Kingsway, London, 
W.C.2, and branches, price 3s. Od. (by post 3s. 4d.). It is reviewed 
here because it is clear from the number of enquiries received by the 
Board of Trade that the report is not as widely known as its usefulness 
warrants. 

Everyone now knows that selling consumer goods in Canada 
presents special problems and that the days are long past when the 
goods which satisfied the home market could be shipped and sold 
without difficulty in Canada. Where packaging is concerned this is 
especially true, for not only are Canadian tastes different but the role 
of packaging in the whole scheme of retail distribution is much more 
important than in this country. The intense competition and 
extensive advertising which are a feature of the North American 
market have brought about an increasing reliance on brand names and 
on the easily-recognizable package that goes with the brand name. 


Growth of Self-Service Store 

The growth of the self-service store has been particularly important 
(three-quarters of the grocery stores stocking United Kingdom goods 
are self-service stores). In these it is the attractive packet that sells 
and (even more significant) it is the attractive packet that is given 
shelf-space by the grocer. ‘‘ Impulse’’ purchasing—the buying of 
an article that one had not set out to buy—is another factor. It 
accounts for a bigger proportion of sales in Canada than in other 
markets where the average customer has a lower margin of disposable 
income, and it obviously favours the manufacturer who packs his 
products in a container that catches the eye. 

One example from the report will vividly illustrate all this. Forty- 
six out of every 100 housewives interviewed said that they did not 
make up their mind what brand of biscuit to buy until they were in the 
store. Of those 46, 23 chose their biscuits because they liked the 
appearance of the packet, nine because of the reputation of the brand 
and only seven because they liked that kind of biscuit. 

The investigation on which the report is based made use of North 
American techniques of market research. It consisted of interviews 
with nearly 4,000 consumers and retailers throughout Canada carefully 
chosen to be representative of the whole Canadian market for the goods 
investigated. It was, of course, not practicable to cover every 
commodity in which United Kingdom exporters might be interested 
and the survey was confined to products sold through drug stores, 
grocers and men’s wear stores. It also covered cutlery, including 
flatware. The product groups investigated were :— 

Cutlery and Flatware 
CISSOTS. 
Flatware. 
Grocery Products 
Jams, jellies and marmalades. 
Pickles and relishes. 
Drug Store Products 
Proprietary Medicines. Toilet brushes. 
Chocolates and sweets. Adhesive tape and bandages. 
Scents and toilet waters. 
Men’s Wear Products 
Men’s handkerchiefs. Sock garters. 
Men’s belts. Studs and cuff-links. 
Braces. Wallets. 

The report contains a great deal of instructive and illuminating 
detail. The following few random samples illustrate the kind of 
information brought out by the survey :— 

The 1-lb. is the most popular size for a box of chocolates, and as 
many 2-lb. boxes as }-lb. boxes are sold. Sixty-one per cent. of all 
sweets sold consisted of chocolates or bar chocolate. 

Boxes for perfume should, according to retailers, help to make the 


Penknives. 
Carving sets. 


Biscuits. 
Sauces. 
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bottles look larger ; but small bottles are recommended by some so 
that women may sample the scent cheaply. 

Almost all housewives prefer screw tops on jam and pickle jars so 
that the jars may be used for home preserving, and nearly one house- 
wife in four buys her jam in 4-lb. jars. More strawberry jam is 
bought than all other kinds put together. 

The report also sums up its findings in eight points — 

Sales of United Kingdom goods are potentially highest in areas 
where good packaging is most valued, particularly British 
Columbia and Ontario. It is, therefore, even more important 
for British than for other manufacturers to package their products 
suitably. 

The most widespread criticism of British packaging is its lack 
of colour. 

Insufficient use is made of transparent film and sheet. 

Canadians like simple abstract patterns giving an appearance 
of smartness and modernity. They particularly dislike cartons 
covered with printed matter in small type arranged according te 
no particular design 

There were some complaints of the quality of cardboard used 
for British cartons 

For a number of products manufacturers are recommended to 
supply sample sizes. 

Most consumers and many dealers are unable to distinguish 
between goods made in the United Kingdom and goods made in 
Canada. 

French explanatory matter is advisable for packaged medicine. 
For most other products English text only is sufficient.

| Egypt and Western Germany 


A PROTOCOL to the Agreement concluded on April 21, 1951, 

between the Governments of Egypt and the Federal Republic of 
Germany, was signed on May 28, 1952.

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New Zealand Licensing of Imports in 1953 


HE 1953 Import Licensing Schedule was released on August 4, 

1952, by the New Zealand Minister in Charge of Import Licensing. 

It follows much the same lines as the 1952 Schedule. There are 
no major changes. 

An exemption list which will be published in the Board of Trade 
Journal after issue of the formal import control notice, contains over 
20 items, mostly of little significance but including jute piece-goods, 
loaf sugar, women’s and girls’ ankle socks, golf stockings, a number 
of toys and personal weighing machines. These exemptions are 
indicated in the 1953 Schedule which is reproduced below. 

It is understood that import licensing will continue to be principally 
concerned with protecting New Zealand industries—notable excep- 
tions being licensing of goods from scheduled countries to save dollars 
and of motor vehicles to save exchange. Licences granted for imports 
of motor vehicles and for imports from scheduled countries will be 
carefully screened in the light of the position of overseas funds at 
the time of screening and the New Zealand Reserve Bank will provide 
the full amount of exchange under current licences for these two 
classes of imports subject to the right of the Reserve Bank to spread 
the allocations at its discretion. Apart from these exceptions, import 
licences will not carry an assurance that exchange will be provided. 
Importers in New Zealand have been warned not to place orders 
without having an exchange allocation to cover the goods. 

The 1953 Schedule includes a number of basic import licence 
allocations which are less in value than 1952 licences. In several of 
these cases, such as for some hosiery and some woollen goods, the 
level of licences for 1953 takes into account the fall in prices which 
has occurred since the current high allocations were fixed. 

The following are the arrangements for imports into New Zealand 
during the 1953 import licensing period. 


1. Items omitted from Schedule—Tariff items or Tariff sub-items which 
are, in their entirety, exempt from the requirement of a licence 
when imported from and being the produce of any country other 
than scheduled countries have been omitted from the Schedule. 

Items marked “‘ E’’—Goods, other than those referred to above, which 
are exempt from the requirement of a licence when imported 
from and being the produce of any country other than scheduled 
countries. 

Items marked “‘ EE"’—Goods, other than those referred to above, 
which are exempt from the requirement of a licence when 
imported from and being the produce of any country. 

Items marked “ 1952”’—Except as otherwise indicated, licences will 
will be granted for imports from all countries (other than scheduled 
countries) of goods being the produce or manufacture thereof, 
to the value of licences* granted for imports of similar goods from 
such countries during the 1952 licensing period. 

Items marked ‘“‘ C’’—Goods for which applications for licences are 
considered individually. 

Items marked “ SD”’—No allocation is at present provided, but 
applications will be considered for licences to import particular 
goods of a kind not made in New Zealand. 

Items marked ** D”’—No allocation is at present provided, and until 
it is decided to make such provision licences will be granted only 
in exceptional circumstances. 

Items marked “ Deferred ’’—Items in respect of which it is not possible 
at present to indicate an allocation. Notification will be given in 
due course of any provision made. Applications for licences for 
such goods should not be made in the meantime. 

2. Scheduled Countries—Albania, Argentina, Bolivia, Bulgaria Canada, 
Colombia, Costa Rica, Cuba, Dominican Republic, Ecuador, El Salvador, 
French Somaliland, Germany (Russian Zone), Guatemala, Haiti, Honduras, 
Hungary, Iran, Japan, Korea, Liberia, Mexico, Nicaragua, Panama, 
Philippines, Poland, Roumania, Tangier, Uruguay, United States of 
America, Union of Soviet Socialist Republics, Venezuela, Yugoslavia. 

3. With the exception of items marked ‘‘ EE”’ licences are required for 
the importation of all goods from a scheduled country and applications will 
be considered individually. All such applications must specify the appro- 
priate Tariff item or Tariff sub-item and the particular type of goods which 
it is desired to import. 

4. Any licence (other than a licence on a scheduled country or a licence 
specially limited) is available for imports from any country other than a 
scheduled country. 

5. The reference to licences for the 1952 licensing period relates to 
licences issued for imports in that period, including licences iseued as basic 





* See paragraph 5. 


allocations or otherwise, but not including licences granted in special 
circumstances—e.g., replacement of licences for an earlier period, replace- 
ment of goods lost, no remittance, special orders, etc. 

6. The prefix “ex” to an item indicates that only the portion of the 
item specially mentioned is subject to the allocation shown. Where the 
abbreviation “‘ etc.”” has been used, it is to be understood that all the goods 
included in the Tariff item, except where otherwise indicated, are subject 
to the allocation shown. 

7. All applications for licences should be made in the prescribed form. 
The name of the country of origin should be shown on the application only 
when it is desired to import the goods from a scheduled country. 

8. In cases where application is made for licences for amounts in excess 
of the basis allocation (if any) as provided under the Schedule or for licences 
for goods included in items applications concerning which are considered 
individually, the applicant must furnish supporting evidence to establish :— 

(1) That the goods are actually required by him for the purpose of his 
business during the mentioned ; and 

(2) That, in respect of goods imported from a scheduled country, the goods 
cannot be obtained from a country other than a scheduled country. 

It is most important that the information be supplied. Failure to supply 
in the first instance will probably delay consideration of the application. 

All such applications must relate to specific classes of Reference 
to a comprehensive Tariff heading is not acceptable. It is accordingly 
necessary in all cases for the applicant to supply with his application full 
information as to the quantity (if practicable) and value of cath specific 
class of goods which he desires to import. 

All such applications respecting items which are marked in the Schedule 
thus f, and appeals regarding such items, will be referred to the Department 
of Industries and Commerce foy consideration, but should be lodged with 
the Collector of Customs in accordance with the usual procedure. 

9. It is important that a licence should be obtained before importation 
of goods is arranged. Goods imported without licence, where such is 
required, are subject to forfeiture, and the importer renders himself liable 
to Ly penalties provided under the law. 

Importers should take steps to ensure that provision is reserved under 
‘ame licences for entry of goods which were ordered under licences for 
earlier periods and which have not yet arrived. If this course is not taken 
and the goods arrive, they will be treated as an importation without licence.

Dominican Republic 


Indemnification of Agents Dismissed by Foreign Concerns 
UNDER THE recently exacted Law No. 3284 any agent of a foreign 
concern carrying on business in the Dominican Republic who is 
dismissed “without justified cause” may claim from his foreign 
employers an indemnity calculated on his length of service. The 
burden of proving “ justifiable cause " rests with the foreign employer 
and actions arising out of the Law will be decided by civil tribunals. 
The Law also provides for the compulsory registration with the 
Secretary of State for Public Health of all agents for foreign pharma- 


ceutical products, and its dispositions may not be altered by private 
agreement.

New Indonesian Foreign Exchange 
Regulations 


HE Board of Trade have been informed by the Commercial 

Counsellor in Djakarta that new Indonesian Foreign Exchange 

Regulations were published on August 12 and became effective on 
that day. The regulations divide imports into four classes :-— 
(a) Essential. 

(c) Semi-Luxury. 


(b) Less Essential. 
(d) Luxury. 

The actual list of goods under these headings has not yet been 
published, but it seems unlikely that category (a) will include much 
more than rice and essential foodstuffs and textiles, yarns and essen- 
tial clothing. 

Import of goods under (a) will take place as usual, but goods ‘under 
(b) will require purchase of Inducement Certificate costing 100 per 
cent. of c.i.f. price, and goods under (c) Certificate costing 200 per 
cent. For goods under (d) no foreign exchange will be made available 
and for goods under (c) no foreign exchange will be made available 
for the time being. 

The new regulations, which appear to be a modified version of the 
old Foreign Exchange Certificate procedure, do not apply to imports 
for which exchange has already been fixed provided goods are imported 
within two months. The banks have been instructed to cease all 
dealings in import exchange until further notice. 

Further information will be published when the actual list of goods 
under each of the headings is received. 


Amendments to German Liberalization List 


THE Federal German Government published on August 12 a list 
of additions and amendments to the list of goods which may be 
imported without restriction into the Federal German Republic, 
as published in the Board of Trade Journal on February 9 and 16, 
and May 31, 1952. A translation of the new list will appear in the 
Board of Trade Journal in due course.

Indian Drugs Rules Amendments 


HE United Kingdom Trade Commissioner in New Delhi has 

forwarded copies of Notifications issued by the Ministry of Health, 
Government of India, which provide for an amendment and certain 
proposed amendments to the Indian Drugs Rules, 1945. 
Amendment 

After rule 30-A, the following rule shall be inserted, namely :— 

** 30-B. Prohibition of pee of certain drugs.—No drug, the 
manufacture, sale or distribution of which is prohibited in the country 
of origin, shall be imported under the same name or under any other 
name, except for the purpose of examination, test or analysis. (S.R.O. 
1128 of June 19, 1952.) 
Draft Amendments 

S.R.O. 1194 of July 3, 1952, gives the draft of further amendments 
to the Drugs Rules which will be taken into consideration on or after 
October 5, 1952. Those affecting labelling, etc., of imported drugs 
are shown below. Any objections or suggestions which may be 
received from any person before October 5 will be considered by the 
Central Government :— 
1. In Rule 97 (relating to the labelling and packing of drugs—includ- 

ing imported drugs)— 

(a) in sub-rule (2) the word “ liquid ” occurring after the words 

“‘ liquid anti-septic or other” shall be omitted. 
(b) after sub-rule (4) the following sub-rule shall be inserted, 
namely : —_— 

*(5) The container of a medicine ready for treatment of human 
ailments shall, if the medicine contains industrial 
methylated spirit, indicate this fact on the label and be 
labelled with the words ‘ For external use only ’.” 

. Schedule E—List of poisons which, inter alia, are the subject of 
special labelling requirements under Rule 97 is revised. (See 
Note 1 below.) 


. In Schedule G (substances to be marked ‘ Caution. It is dangerous 
to take this preparation except under medical supervision ’}— 
Insert ‘“ Chrysophanic acid.” 

. Schedule H (substances required to be sold by retail only upon a 
prescription given by a Registered Medical Practitioner) is not 
immediately of interest to United Kingdom exporters, but see 
Note 2 below— 

In Schedule H— 

(a) Insert the following :— 
“*Acetyldihydrocodeine.” 
““Amidone, its salts and their preparations.” 
“Diaminodiphe nylsulphone, its salts and derivatives, exclud- 

ing their preparations and dressings for external use,” 
** Dodeca methyl diguanadine hydrochloride.” 
Delete the proviso to the item barbituric acid, etc., which 
will now read :— 
“ Barbituric acid ; its salts; derivatives of barbituric 

acid ; their salts ; compounds of barbituric acid, its salts, its 
derivatives, their salt, with any other substance.”

2. The draft amendment notified under S.R.O. 569 of August 31, 
1950, which proposes an amendment to labelling requirements under 
Rule 97 (1) (see Board of Trade Journal on December 9, 1950) has 
not yet become operative. If it becomes effective in its present form, 
Schedule H items will be required to be labelled with the words 
“* Warning—To be sold by retail only on the prescription of a Regis- 
tered Medical Practitioner.”

Trade Control 


AS ANNOUNCED in last week’s Board of Trade Journal (page 334), 

Pakistan Open General Licence No. XIII has been superseded 
by Open General Licence No. XIV, with effect from August 12, 
1952. The following is a copy of Open General Licence No. XIV, 
as published in the Gazette of Pakistan Extraordinary of August 11, 
1952, which has been forwarded by the United Kingdom Trade 
Commissioner in Karachi :— 


No. 335/271/(3-52).—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section 
(1) of esctton 3 of the Imports and Exports (Control) Act, 1950 (XXXIX of 
1950), and in supersession of Open General Licence No. XIII, published 
in Commerce Division Notification No. 335/260/25, dated June 29, 1951, 
as amended from time to time, the Central Government is pleased to grant, 
with effect from August 12, 1952, until further orders, general permission 
to any person or firm resident in or having a place of business in Pakistan 
to import by sea, land or air into Pakistan any goods specified in column 2 
in any section of the annexed schedule, which have been produced or 
manufactured in any country specified in column 3, in the same section, 
and are shipped or consigned to Pakistan from any such country at any 
time when this licence is in force. 


Nothing in this licence shall affect the application to any goods of any 
prohibition or regulation affecting the import thereof in force at the time 
when such goods are imported
